STATE CORRESPONDENCE, 
Crops in Northeast Georgia. 


GAINESVILLE, August 24, 1869. 


Mr Editor: I write to: give you a short 
account of the state of the crops through 
this section. I left the junction of the 
Etowah and Little rivers, (8 miles below 
Canton, Cherokee county, Georgia,) yes- 
terday morning, and came up by Canton 
and through Forsyth county, and had con- 
yersations with several farmers on the 
road. They say that the crops are the 
worst. known for many years, some of 
them have lived in this section for thirty 
years, aud say it is the worst known in that 
time. In some few of the bottoms they 
will make pretty good corn. I saw hun- 
dreds of acres of corn that would not make 
‘one bushel to the acre, and some cotton 
about half a foot high in Cherokee and 
Forsyth. After you get on this side of the 
Chattahoochee river, the crops are some 
better. One old farmer told me he expeet- 
ed to get his corn in Atlanta, as he could 

ke it. 
Oe os bat few negrocs. The few that are 
up here are at work, I think. Gainesville 
appears to be a thriving place, it has a good 
many busines houses. It seems to be a 
place of summer resort for the Augusta 
people, as I see some of them here, We 
are having a nice rain as I write.
